TAPED CONFESSION DETAILS 
COLDEN DRACGON KILLINGS

SAN FRANCISCO In a 
stunning 40-minute “confession 
taped an hour and a half after his 
March 24 arrest in connection 
with the Colden Dragon slayings， 
Curtis Pon Tam detailed the insidqe 
story of how the killings were 
planned and executed last Septem-

QUIET 

Tam, 18, in an oversized orange 
jail jumpsuit， sat quietly through 
the playing of the tape，clenching 
and unclenching his hands，and 
Ooccasionally conferring with his 
attorney.

Reports from Vietnam give us a very grim picture 
of the Chinese community there. In Cholon，where 
thousands of Chinese live， Japanese journalists 
reported seeing many corpses ljying in the streets, the 
resujlt of resisting repeated searches and confiscation 
by the authority. 
The seizure of 50,000 retail businesses by the 
government and the issuing. of new currency will no 
doubt further worsen the relations between the 
Vietnamese and the Chinese. As a resujlt, thousands of 
Chinese are now crossing the border and trying to 
return to their ancestral places. 
Overseas Chinese，Tregardqless where they jlive， 
recognize too well the discrimination and bias which 
have caused them untold sufferings in the past. With 
the independence of many Southeast Asian nations， 
many Chinese have to take the role of a second-class 
Gitizen in order to _ survive.. Some _ nations have 
discriminatory laws against the Chinese. They face 
restrictive regulations in business and education. 
Many have to _ change their Chinese surnames and 
take in native partners to stay in business. 
Vietnam，calling itself a socialist nation，is no 
exception. Although some Chinese Vietnamese fought 
alongside Vietnamese Communists during the War， 
and the fact that Ho Chi Minh had spent many years 
in China (Some in jail) and counted many Chinese as 
his _ friends， relations between the two groups 
gradually deteriorated. The authority in Vietnam 
began to denounce the Chinese for profiteering; for 
upsetting the economy，and for other charges which 
were familiar to Southeast Asian Chinese. 
We, as Chinese Amiericans，sympathize with the 

Chinese in Vietnam. The Chinese in South Vietnam， 
who “ were suspected of being “ Communist 
sympathizers in the past, are noOw considered traitors 
and Unwelcome residents by the present government. 
Many worked hard for generations in Vietnam，and 
are now returning to China with nothing more than a 


shirt on their backs. 下 specially sad are those who . 


were born and raised in Vietnam. The psychological 
trauma caused by this displacement must be 
unbearable: 

Looking back，we feel thie OVerseas Chinese are not 
entirely blameless. Most were So engrossed in their 
business and their community thatthey had forgotten 
to integrate into the neighborhood. They were so 
busy promoting their Chinese associations，Chinese 
schools，Chinese papers,， that they forgot that they 
were no longer living in China. This insensitivity to 
the native _ culture has escalated into the ugly 
manifestations of today-. 

It is still not too late, yet. Chinese Americans，when 
did we last do something to promote intergroup 
harmonyp?

SCHOOL 

Fong hadqd always thought of 
returning to China to teach，bnut 
he wasn't quite sure where、His 
old _ friend James Fulliington en- 
couraged him to teach in a mission 
school. In 1921，Fong went to 
teach at the Puiying Middqle 
School which was sponsored by a 
Presbyterian mission. Fong com-

mented on the decision: “Al- 
though I had always been a 
Christian，and considered church 
life important，I did not regard

While atPuiying, Fong coached 
the volleyball team,， and did such 
an excellent job that the team won 
the Far East Olympics on three 
different occasions。 Despite this 
achievement,， Fong ”confessed， 
“When I first started，I didnt 
know a thing about volleyball.

In 1937，when the_ school was 
evaclated to Hong Kong，FEong 
stayed on in Kwangchow 
(Canton) to join in the War of 
Resistance against the Japanese- 
Ten years later he rejoined the 
Puiying Middqle School in Hong 
Kong and resumed his teaching. 
He retired in 1968， at the age of 
71, and came to the United States 
to look for work. He applied to 
various colleges and _ universities， 
hoping to find another teaching 
Position，but to no _avail. Fong is 
not bitter about not being abjle to 
find a teaching position，and is 
more than content to involved 
with the community in the many 
ways he nOw is. 

JOURNEY 

Fongs appointment to the San 
Francisco Housing Authority is 
fairly recent，yet in March he 
joined three other members in a 


journaey to Washington， D.C. 
where they met with HUD 
officials to ask for default 


maintenance funds，“Seventeen 
years ago，these housing projects 
were constructed by HUD. Since 
then, no _ major repairs have been 
made，and some buildings are 
even leaking. Repairs are long 
overdue，and much needed. San 
Franciscois the first city to ask for 
these default maintenance funds， 
and we hope that the other 45 
large cities idi the same situation 
will follow our lead in asking for 
funds.… 

Fong also mentioned， with 
some pride;that during the stay in 
Washington，he was one of the 
few people able to keep up with 
the busy schedule of meetings and 
conferences，attending all meet- 
ings from 8 a.m on，without 
taking any naps or breaks. 

Fong feels very positively about 
the Hunters Point Program，the

Recently，Fong has developed 
an interest in psychology，and has 
begun to study the subject on his 
own.“Now I am old，and it is 
often difficult for me to compre- 
hend some of the ideas and the 
terminology. But I would like to 
learn more. -When .you have 
friends， and you see them 
depressed and maybe even hurting 
themselves，you wonder why it is 
so, and you want to help them.… 

Fong nearly glows with energy 
and enthusiasm，His long life has 
taught him much， and he 
continues to share his experiences 
and his wisdom.“You ask me how 
Ifeel at81? Well, I feel marvelous 
because TI am happy and healthy

In theater，an actor can 
rethink a character and change a 
total performance, but in 人 film you 
sometimes get a schizoid or 
muddled characterization . 

Audiences w 训 probably enjoy 

“Coming Home” and become 
emotionally and intellectually 
involved with the characters，bnut 
Imy guess is that they w 订 leave the 
theater confused about motivation 
and consistency of characteriza- 
tion. 

Jane Fonda met with the press 
last week to talk about“Coming 
Home， a film she has wanted to 
make for about seven years. She. 
plays the super-straight wife of a 
Marine Corps captain (Bruce 
Dern) who falls in_ love with an 
embittered， paraplegic Vietnam 
vet (Jon Voighb while Dern is 
Serving a hitch in Vietnam . 

、 FONDA 

The film was a collaborative 
effort，according to Eonda，with 
director Hal Ashby allowing 
Konda Voight and Dern tc 
improvise and work with the 
Writers to develop theircharacters. 
Voight，for example，talked to 
many Vietnam vets and used some 
of their feelings for_ his closing 
Speech before a group of high 
school students. The problem is 
that the speech is all wrong and 
has a whining'quajity thats out of 
Sync with the character in other 
parts of the film . 

The Marine captain played by 
Dern is even more of a puzzle. He 
is obviously off the deep end even 
before he discovers his wife has 
been having an affair with an 
anti-war paraplegic, but when he 


finds out he calmly goes and 


informs Voight that he knows，as 
过 he were delivering a package. 
Later when the captain is ready to 
stick a bayonet in Jane，Voight 
arrives on the scene. The captain 
is ready to commit mass murder， 
but a few words from Voight and 
Dern calms down. 

There were some Protests from 
Vietnam vets who read the 
original script，which had the 
Dern character shoot people and 
take”hostages.， The vets didnt 
want to perpetuate the stereotype 
of the anti-war， crazed vets 
coming back to the U.S. with their 
guns blazing， Unfortunately，the 
Dern character did not get 
changed with the ending,，and the 
characteris a mishmash. 

VEXING 

But Fondas character is the 
most vexing. She is transformed by 
her affair with the paraplegic 
from a goody two-shoes，cheer- 
leader， army-wife type to an 
anti-war nurse's aide who changes 
her hair style，car model and 
attitudes. We are also given to 
understand that the orgasm she 
experiences with Voight is her first 
one. Inexplicably， when Dern 
Ieturns，a -beaten man，violent， 
unable to _ adjust to army jlife， 
Fonda goes back to him and drops 
Voight. She seems to be acting 
more like a nurse than a wife. The 
chairacter just doesnt make sense. 

Still，the film is important to 
See， because its a ， serious 
treatment of the psychological 
problems of the Vietnam vets and 
especially of paraplegic and other

Laverne Moore，chairperson of 
the “Minority Affairs of the 
National 卫 ducation Association 
from Honolulu, advocated for our 
third major concern: to_ increase 
the _ number of Asian 了 Pacific 
American written and funded 
proposals.

Asian/Pac American 
Educational Concerns 


ByJOHN LUM 

U.S Office of Education's 
(USOE) Asian and Pacific Amer- 
ican Concerns Staff (APACS) 
concluded its three-day minicon- 
ference on Asian and Pacific 
American educational concerns in 
Washington, D.C., on April 5. 

Alithough two such APA mini- 
conferences Were hosted four years 
ago by USOE's sister agency，the 
National Institute of 卫 ducation， 
this was the first APA mini- 
conference called by USOE. 

One APACS miniconference 
member，Henry Woon，has an 
article covering the events of this 
miniconference. This report， 
therefore，will limit itself to an 
analysis of the events that took 
Place. 

Comprised of eleven regional 
representatives，Ssix APA federal 
employee observers, and a sprink- 
ling of occasional guests (including 
Mabel Ng，former 巨 /W_ writer， 
noOw ， assistant to Senator Alan 
Cranston)， the miniconference 
concentrated its efforts on five of 
thirteen concerns originally chosen 
for the agenda. These five areas 
were (a) bilingual/bicultural edu- 
cation，(b) access to federal assis- 
tance, (c) mujlticultural education， 
(d) APA input in federal educa- 
tional advisory councils，and (e) 
APA educational research con- 
Cerns- 

The latter, APA educational re- 
search concerns，ajlthough more 
properly the concern of USOE's 
sister agency，the National In- 
stitute of 下 ducation，was such a 
strongly felt concern that it was 
focused on, anyway. 

Although many，perhaps the 
majority, of the conferees, seemed 
generally ”satisfied ”with the 
miniconference，others expressed 
some reservations to which only 
time can provide answers. 

Some felt, forexample, that the 
original thirteen areas of concerns 
were not the only ones,，jlet alone 
the _ most pressing or the most 
solvable ones. : 

Mundane but important con- 
cerns like“Can a toll-free hotline 
service be set up for APAs to have 
two-way contact with APACS?” 
Or “Whatcan APACS do to ensure 
that the newly created National 
Bilingual Clearinghouse hire APA 
让 。 decision-making and pro- 
fessional capacities?” were never 
addiressed, let alone answered. 

Some felt that it was not the 
best strategy to meet“alone.”Not 
one USOE cabinet member of 


-high-level official met with the 


miniconferees so that meaningful 
exchanges could take place for 
mutual understanding to evolve.， 
Although the Cemmissioner of 
Education, Ernest Boyer，himself 
did show up the last day for 


-bilingual 


scheduled ten or so minutes，his 
intentions were to talk to the 
miniconferees， not it 六 them. 
And when John Uishima，Con- 
gressman ，Dan  Akaka's sta 任 
member，challenged Boyer on 
USOE's plan to take away Some 
Services from Hawaiis area and 
concentrate them in D.C.，the 
exchange waseclosed off. 


Although some may view un- 
animity as unity of thought, others 
felt that the relative lack of 
challenge among the miniconfer- 
ence members themselves， Pro- 
duced little new knowledge or 
awareness. 

A few felt that one minicon- 
ference member put more stress on 
her organization，thc National 
Educational Association, then she 
did on the APAs. 

Reservations and _ strategies 
aside，Commissioner Boyer did 
express high regards for APACS 
director,， Sephen Thom. And 
Thom did state the possibility of 
future miniconferences to follow 
up on the tasks set forth . 


Although a preferred strategy 


would have been high-level USOE 
officials meeting and exchanging 
views with miniconferees， per- 
haps more gains may ultimately 
be made, this one time, by relying 
solely on APACS director, ,Thom， 
to_ carry through all the many 
concerns brought forth by the 
miniconferees，
